Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 


more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto. 

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in 
all  cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four 
weeks  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the 
close  of  the  next  preceding  Session  and  the 
consideration  of  the  petition. 

97.  No  petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be 
received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days 
of  each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be

Order  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House  until 
the  same  has  been  reported  on  by  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Standing  Orders,  or  after  refei’ence 
made  thereof  at  a  previous  sitting  of  the  House 
to  the  Standing  Committees  charged  with  the 
consideration  of  Private  Bills,  who  shall  report 
thereon  to  the  House.  And  if  this  rule  shall 
be  suspended  or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  pro¬ 
moters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is  presented 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  for 
which  the  petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case 
pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order 
to  the  contrary. 

98.  (1)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any 
Private  Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
House,  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of 
the  Session : — 

(a)  A  printed  copy  of  such  Bill: 

(b)  A  copy  of  the  petition  to  be  presented 
to  the  House: 

(c)  Copies  of  the  notices  published,  with 
publication  proved  by  a  statutory  dec¬ 
laration  or  affidavit  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Clerk  of  the  House.

between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the  pas¬ 
sage  of  rafts  or  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a  drawbridge  or 
not,  and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

103.  (1)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  in¬ 
corporation  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate 
by  reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts 
relating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by 
such  Bills:  Special  grounds  shall  be  estab¬ 
lished  for  any  proposed  departure  from  this 
principle,  or  for  the  introduction  of  other  pro¬ 
visions  as  to  such  details,  and  a  note  shall  be 
appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the  provisions 
thereof  in  which  the  general  Act  is  proposed 
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to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not 
framed  in  accordance  with  this  Standing  Order 
shall  be  recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted 
at  their  expense  before  any  Committee  passes 
upon  the  clauses. 

(2)  Every  Bill  for  an  Act  of  incorporation, 
where  a  form  of  model  Bill  has  been  adopted, 
shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  model 
Bill  (copies  of  model  Bills  may  be  obtained 
from  the  Clerk  of  the  House).  Any  provisions 
contained  in  any  such  Bill  which  are  not  in 
accord  with  the  model  Bill  shall  be  inserted 
between  brackets  or  underlined,  and  shall  be 
so  printed. 

(3)  Anv  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may 
be  proposed  to  insert  in  any  Bill  shall  be  clearly 
specified  in  the  notice  of  application  for  same. 

107.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by 
the  parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed 
in  small-pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty 
ems,  on  good  paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form, 
each  page  when  folded  measuring  10%  inches 
by  714  inches.  There  shall  be  a  marginal 
number  every  fifth  line  of  each  page;  the 
numbering  of  the  lines  is  not  to  run  on  through 
the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each  page  are  to  be 
numbered  separately.  Three  hundred  copies  of 
each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Clerk  of 
the  House  immediately  before  the  first  reading. 
If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill  during 
its  progress  before  the  Committee  on  Private 
Bills,  or  thi’ough  the  House,  such  Bill  shall  be 
reprinted  by  the  promoters  thereof.

Order  establishing  a  Minimum  Wage  in  the  Undertaking  Business. 

T)URSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Male  Minimum  Wage  Act,”  the 
T  Board  of  Industrial  Relations  hereby  orders: — 

1.  That  for  the  purposes  of  this  Order  the  following  expressions  shall 
have  the  following  meanings: — 

“  Undertaking  business  ”  means  work  performed  in  the  preparing 
of  the  dead  for  burial  and  arranging  for  and  conducting  fu¬ 
nerals,  and,  without  restricting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing, 
includes  the  work  of  funeral  attendants  and  funeral  chauffeurs : 

“  Class  A  employee  ”  means  a  male  employee  whose  working-week 
consists  of  40  hours  or  more: 

“  Class  B  employee  ”  means  a  male  employee  whose  working-week 
consists  of  less  than  40  hours. 

2.  That  this  Order  shall  apply  to  every  employer  and  every  male  em¬ 
ployee  in  the  undertaking  business  in  the  following  areas :  City  of  Vancouver, 
together  with  all  that  area  known  as  Point  Grey,  which  lies  to  the  west  of 
the  westerly  boundary  of  the  City  of  Vancouver;  the  City  of  New  Westmin¬ 
ster;  the  Municipality  of  the  District  of  Burnaby;  the  Municipality  of  the 
District  of  West  Vancouver;  the  City  of  North  Vancouver;  the  District  of 
North  Vancouver;  the  City  of  Victoria;  the  Municipality  of  the  District  of 
Oak  Bay;  the  Municipality  of  the  District  of  Saanich;  the  Municipality  of 
the  District  of  Esquimalt. 

3.  That  this  Order  shall  not  apply  to : — 

(a)  Musicians  and  vocalists: 

(b)  Employees  covered  by  another  Order  of  the  Board  specifically 
defining  their  work: 

( c )  Persons  holding  positions  of  supervision  or  management  or 
employed  in  a  confidential  capacity,  so  long  as  the  duties  per¬ 
formed  by  them  are  of  a  supervisory  or  managerial  character. 

The  Board  may  determine  whether  or  not  the  position  held  by  any  person, 
or  the  capacity  in  which  he  is  employed,  is  such  as  to  bring  him  within  the 
scope  of  this  subsection. 

4.  That  the  minimum  wage  for  employees  to  whom  this  Order  applies 
shall  be  as  provided  in  clauses  (a),  ( b ),  (c) ,  and  ( d )  of  this  section  and 
sections  6  and  7  (b)  of  this  Order. 

(a)  Class  A  employees:  $33  per  week. 

( b )  Class  B  employees:  80c.  per  hour. 

(c)  Employees  classified  under  section  7  of  the  “  Male  Minimum 
Wage  Act  ”  for  whose  employment  permits  in  writing  have 
been  issued  by  the  Board :  The  wage  or  rate  of  pay  prescribed 
in  the  permit. 

(d)  An  employee  reporting  for  work  on  the  call  of  an  employer: 
The  employee’s  regular  rate  of  pay  for  the  entire  period  spent 
at  the  place  of  work  in  response  to  the  call,  with  a  minimum 
of  2  hours’  pay  at  the  employee’s  regular  rate  if  the  employee 
does  not  commence  work,  and  4  hours’  pay  at  the  employee’s 
regular  rate  if  the  employee  commences  work,  unless  by  written 
permission  the  Board  varies  this  provision  with  respect  to  the 
daily  guarantee. 

5.  That,  except  as  provided  in  section  7  of  this  Order,  the  hours  of 
work  of  any  employee  shall  not  exceed  8  in  the  day  and  44  in  the  week.  The 
time  spent  by  an  employee  answering  emergency  calls  under  an  arrangement 
approved  by  the  Board  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  9  of  this  Order 
shall  not  be  considered  as  hours  of  work  for  the  purpose  of  this  section. 

6.  Time  and  one-half  of  the  employee’s  regular  rate  of  pay  for  all  hours 
worked  in  excess  of  8  in  the  day  and  44  in  the  week,  except' that  the  time 
spent  by  an  employee  answering  emergency  calls  under  an  arrangement 
approved  by  the  Board  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  9  of  this  Order 
shall  not  be  considered  as  hours  worked  for  the  purpose  of  this  clause. 

This  clause  with  respect  to  overtime  rate  of  pay  shall  not  apply  to 
employees  working  under  arrangements  with  respect  to  hours  of  work  estab¬ 
lished  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  7  (a)  of  this  Order  until  the 
employee  has  completed  the  hours  so  established. 

7.  Provisions  for  variance  of  hours  of  work: — 

(a)  The  Board  may,  by  written  authorization,  permit  the  limits 
of  hours  of  work  contained  in  section  5  of  this  Order  to  be 
exceeded,  provided  the  hours  of  work  so  authorized  are  not 
inconsistent  with  the  “  Hours  of  Work  Act  ”  and  regulations 
thereunder : 

(b)  Where  the  Board  is  satisfied  that  extra  working-hours  are 
necessary  to  overcome  emergent  conditions  that  may  arise  from 
time  to  time  and  that  such  extra  working-houTs  are  not  inimical 
to  the  interests  of  the  employees,  it  may,  by  written  authori¬ 
zation,  permit  the  working-hours  to  exceed  the  limits  pre¬ 
scribed  in  section  5  of  this  Order.  The  minimum  wage  payable 
lor  hours  worked  pursuant  to  such  written  authorization  ‘shall 
be  time  and  one-half  the  employee’s  regular  rate  of  pay. 
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8.  That  the  working-hours  of  every  employee  in  the  undertaking  busi¬ 
ness  working  on  a  split  shift  shall  be  confined  within  12  hours  immediately 
following  commencement  of  work.  The  time  spent  by  an  employee  answer¬ 
ing  emergency  calls  under  an  arrangement  approved  by  the  Board  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  of  section  9  of  this  Order  shall  not  be  considered  as  hours 
worked  for  the  purpose  of  this  section. 

9.  Subject  to  receiving  written  permission  from  the  Board,  in  any  case 
where  an  employee  resides  on  the  employer’s  premises,  an  arrangement  may 
be  made  between  the  employer  and  the  employee  for  the  employee  to  deal 
with  emergencies. 

10.  (i)  That  every  employee  shall  be  given  a  rest  period  of  32  consecu¬ 
tive  hours  weekly,  of  which  the  employee  shall  be  duly  notified  by  the 
employer. 

(ii)  That  in  exceptional  cases  where  it  is  recognized  that  the  provisions 
of  subsection  (i)  of  this  section  are  unsuitable,  and  when  the  employer  and 
employees  concerned  make  application  in  writing  that  a  different  arrange¬ 
ment  respecting  a  rest  period  in  respect  of  such  employer  and  employees  be 
approved  by  the  Board,  the  Board  may  approve  of  such  arrangement,  and 
thereupon  the  arrangement  so  approved  shall  be  applicable  to  the  said 
employer  and  employees  in  lieu  of  subsection  (i)  hereof. 

11.  That  every  employer  shall,  at  least  as  often  as  semi-monthly,  pay 
to  each  of  his  employees  all  wages  and  salary  earned  by  the  employees  up 
to  a  day  not  more  than  8  days  prior  to  the  date  of  payment. 

12.  That  every  employer  shall  post  and  keep  posted  in  a  conspicuous 
place  in  his  establishment,  so  that  all  employees  affected  thereby  may  have 
ready  access  to  and  see  the  same: — 

(a)  A  copy  of  this  Order: 

( b )  A  schedule  setting  out  the  daily  shifts  and  intervals  free  from 
duty  of  each  of  his  employees. 

13.  (a)  That  every  employer  shall  keep  in  his  establishment  a  true  and 
correct  record  in  the  English  language  of  the  wages  paid  to  and  hours 
worked  each  day  by  each  of  his  employees,  together  with  a  register  in  the 
English  language  of  the  names,  ages,  occupations,  and  residential  addresses 
of  all  of  his  employees. 

(b)  That  every  employer  shall,  on  demand  of  the  Board  or  any  person 
authorized  in  writing  by  the  Board  or  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Board, 
produce  for  inspection  all  records  kept  by  him  relating  to  the  wages,  hours 
of  labour,  or  conditions  of  labour  and  employment  of  any  or  all  of  his 
employees. 

14.  That  this  Order,  made  by  the  Board  at  Vancouver,  B.C.,  on  the  9th 
day  of  December,  1949,  shall  take  effect  on  the  5th  day  of  February,  1950.
